December  31,  1945,  closed  an  eventful  year  at  Presbyterian  Hospital— the 
war  in  Europe  and  the  Pacific  came  to  an  abrupt  ending,  and  with  it  the  doctors 
and  nurses  who  so  ably  had  served  their  country  began  to  appear  in  civilian 
clothes  again  to  take  their  accustomed  places,  pursuing  the  works  of  peace. 

Each  year  since  the  war  began  we  have  pointed  out  with  a  great  deal  of  satis- 
faction that  we  have  been  constantly  caring  lor  a  larger  number  of  patients 
despite  the  shortage  of  doctors,  nurses,  and  other  personnel.  We  have  not  had  to 
close  any  portion  of  the  hospital,  and  doctors  have  been  able  to  care  lor  a  larger 
number  of  patients  by  having  them  in  one  location. 

In  the  year  1945  we  admitted  12,831  patients,  of  whom  1,186  were  newborn 
infants.  Care  of  these  patients  totalled  141,517  days,  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  hospital,  or  an  average  of  388  patients  each  day.  This  compares  with  an 
average  of  354  per  day  in  1941,  with  the  years  between  1941  and  1945  showing 
a  gradual  increase.  In  those  beds  available  for  adult  medical  and  surgical  pa- 
tients the  percentage  of  occupancy  was  91.9%,  with  an  overall  percentage,  in- 
cluding pediatrics  and  maternity,  of  80.6%.  Of  the  patient  days'  care  rendered, 
14%  were  free  and  2.7%  part  pay. 

Although  there  was  a  shortage  of  graduate  nurses  during  the  year,  a  high 
standard  of  nursing  service  has  been  maintained,  for  which  we  extend  our  thanks 
and  appreciation  to  the  graduate  nurses  who  have  carried  on,  to  the  student 
nurses,  and  to  the  volunteers.

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Income  exceeded  expenditures  by  $41,687.37.  Of  this  amount,  $35,000.00 
was  used  to  liquidate  deficits  of  previous  years,  leaving  $6,687.37  to  be  added  to 
profit  and  loss.  In  the  operating  results  no  charge  for  depreciation  of  buildings 
is  included,  with  the  hospital  being  dependent  upon  special  contributions  for 
major  repairs  and  replacements.

As  chairman  of  the  departments  of  surgery  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  Rush 
Medical  College  for  almost  thirty  years,  Dr.  Bevan  was  intensely  interested  in 
improving  procedures  and  in  seeking  scientific  knowledge  for  the  benefit  of  man- 
kind. It  was  in  keeping  with  this  devotion  to  his  profession  that  he  bequeathed 
funds  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  for  research  and  education  in  surgery.  An 
additional  $135,674.37  was  willed  to  the  Rush  trustees  for  the  same  designated 
purpose. 

Among  the  1945  additions  to  the  endowment  fund  is  that  of  William  Bross 
Lloyd,  completing  a  room  in  memory  of  his  grandfather,  William  Bross,  and  that 
of  Margaret  Day  Blake,  completing  a  room  in  memory  of  her  father,  Arthur  M. 
Day.  Mr.  Day  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  influence  in  molding  hospital 
policies  while  he  served  the  Board  of  Managers  as  president  from  1906  to  1922 
and  then  as  president  emeritus  until  his  death  in  1933. 

In  addition  to  bequests  and  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  and  donations  to 
operating  expenses,  contributions  amounting  to  $1 55.37* -45  were  received  for 
education,  research,  and  other  special  purposes. 
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The  Woman's  Board  contributed  131,855.98  during  the  year  to  the  work  of 
the  hospital  and  the  dispensary. 

Central  Free  Dispensary,  the  outpatient  department  of  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
continued,  with  the  services  contributed  by  the  stall  of  the  hospital  and  the 
generous  support  of  the  Community  Fund  and  the  Chicago  Welfare  Administra- 
tion, to  render  a  high  standard  of  medical  care  to  needy  patients.  There  were 
3,408  new  patients  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  66,903  patient  visits.  The  num- 
ber of  visits  shows  a  decrease  of  19,191  over  the  previous  year,  which  is  a  reflec- 
tion of  the  economic  conditions  prevailing  in  employment  and  high  wages. 

The  School  of  Nursing  admitted  sixty-five  students  as  the  last  class  under  the 
United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  in  the  fall  of  1945.  Since  this  program  began  in 
1943,  335  have  either  been  graduated  or  are  still  in  training  as  members  of  the 
Cadet  Corps.  Nurses  who  have  been  graduated  are  serving  in  the  armed  forces, 
in  veterans'  hospitals,  or  in  other  fields  of  essential  nursing.  Of  particular  in- 
terest to  all  are  the  plans  for  construction  of  a  new  school  when  the  building  of 
the  Congress  Street  Superhighway  removes  the  present  home. 

During  the  year  various  sections  of  the  hospital  buildings  were  in  the  process 
of  remodeling.  An  enlarged  x-ray  department,  which  combines  examination  and 
therapy  in  one  unit  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Jones  building,  was  occupied  in  July. 
On  the  eighth  floor  of  the  same  building,  consolidation  of  the  departments  of 
physical  therapy,  cardiography,  vascular  therapy,  and  basal  metabolism  promises 
added  convenience  to  patients,  and  efficiency  of  care.  Other  changes  in  the  physi- 
cal structure  of  the  Senn  and  Rawson  buildings  have  been  started  in  accordance 
with  plans  advanced  for  the  research  and  teaching  program. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  we  record  the  death  of  Arthur  G.  Cable, 
who  served  on  the  Board  of  Managers  since  1930  and  as  vice-president  from  1940 
until  his  death.  He  was  a  loyal  friend  whose  interest  and  influence  in  our  many 
problems  we  miss. 

We  also  record  the  passing  of  others  who  in  their  lifetime  greatly  enriched 
the  many  activities  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  while  bringing  great  honor  and 
distinction  to  themselves:  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  who  so  faithfully  served  the  hospital 
as  superintendent  for  forty  years,  while  at  the  same  time  making  many  contribu- 
tions in  the  interests  of  the  national  hospital  field;  his  son,  Dr.  Charles  M.  Bacon, 
who  was  head  of  the  department  of  cardiography;  Dr.  Peter  Bassoe,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  neuro-psychiatry,  professor  emeritus  at  the  medical  school 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  former  professor  at  Rush  Medical  College,  and 
an  authority  of  national  reputation. 

Plans  for  a  teaching  and  research  program  of  enlarged  scope  are  going  ahead 
as  fast  as  construction  will  permit.  Appointed  chairmen  of  the  departments  of 
pathology  and  biochemistry,  Dr.  George  M.  Hass  and  Dr.  Douglas  A.  MacFadyen 
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began  their  work  at  the  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  1946.  Both  men  have  just 
been  discharged  from  army  service,  which  each  had  entered  after  establishing 
enviable  reputations  in  their  respective  fields,  Dr.  Hass  as  a  professor  of  pathology 
and  Dr.  MacFadyen  as  a  research  biochemist. 

Funds  for  the  continued  support  of  research  have  been  received  from  the 
Otho  S.  A.  Sprague  Foundation,  Mr.  William  Kidston,  the  estates  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Arthur  Dean  Bevan,  and  other  special  gifts  for  designated  research. 

On  November  21  the  Board  of  Managers  appointed  as  superintendent  Leslie 
D.  Reid,  former  assistant  superintendent,  to  succeed  Herman  Hensel,  who  re- 
tired after  thirty-three  years  of  faithful  service  as  assistant  superintendent  and 
later  as  superintendent.  Mr.  Hensel's  kindliness,  his  genuine  interest  in  em- 
ployes, and  his  quiet  humor  have  won  mere  acquaintances  as  friends  and  have 
endeared  him  to  all  who  know  him.  His  influence  has  become  a  definite  part  of 
the  spirit  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Managers  and  his  many 
friends  extend  sincere  wishes  for  his  complete  enjoyment  of  the  leisure  which 
is  now  his.

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Woman's  Board  Activities 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Board  was  marked  throughout  1945  with  a  splen- 
did spirit  of  generosity.  This  influence  was  reflected  not  only  by  increased  finan- 
cial donations  but  also  by  a  large  contribution  of  time  and  service.  Volunteer 
service  at  the  hospital,  necessary  throughout  the  war,  continues  to  be  important 
in  this  adjustment  period.  Board  members,  their  friends,  and  members  of  trained 
groups  in  1945  spent  37,996  hours  on  duty.  This  is  the  equivalent  of  eighteen 
persons  working  a  40-hour  week  throughout  the  year.  In  evaluating  their  con- 
tribution it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  wartime  pressures  added  many  com- 
plexities to  home  management,  the  primary  responsibility  of  most  of  the  vol- 
unteers. 

It  is  impossible  to  approximate  the  hours  spent  by  the  members  working  for 
the  hospital  in  their  own  homes,  churches,  and  communities,  but  the  results  are 
seen  in  the  11,000  articles  sewn  or  knitted  and  the  3,318  glasses  of  jelly  donated. 
Many  more  hours  of  work  are  represented  by  the  increases  of  funds  and  addition 
of  new  contributors. 

I  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the  time  contributed  by  the  treasurer  and 
assistant  treasurer.  Our  expanding  interests  in  the  hospital  have  increased  to 
more  than  fifteen  the  number  of  special  funds  aided  by  the  Woman's  Board. 
Donations  from  more  than  eighty  churches  are  recorded  under  the  names  of  both 
individuals  and  organizations.  Handling  receipts  of  |40,000  demands  much  more 
time  than  was  needed  ten  years  ago  when  $17,000  was  the  total  received.  This 
service  represents  a  daily  session  at  a  desk  and  is  entitled  to  our  most  grateful 
appreciation. 

Through  the  Woman's  Board  in  1945,  $11,517  was  added  to  the  endowment 
fund  of  the  hospital.  Donations  assigned  to  designated  departments  amounted 
to  $16,255,  and  $9,528  was  raised  for  the  general  fund,  which  was  used  for  the 
support  of  the  patients'  library,  drugs  in  diabetic,  hematology,  and  gynecology 
clinics,  and  for  the  routine  expenses  of  the  Woman's  Board. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon  in  September,  a  memorial  endowment 
fund  was  established  to  provide  the  services  of  a  nurse,  on  duty  from  3:00  to 
11:00  p.m.,  to  care  for  patients  seriously  ill  but  unable  to  afford  a  special  nurse. 
The  Board  felt  this  type  of  memorial  to  be  especially  appropriate,  since  Mr. 
Bacon  had  always  been  deeply  appreciative  of  the  value  of  "Endowed  Nurses." 
To  this  endowment  fund  will  be  added  memorial  gifts  whose  use  is  not  other- 
wise designated.
